Volunteer Guest Editorial 
OBSERVATIONS AND VIEWS

(Jesse continues his thoughts on 
ham radio begun in the August issue 
of RARS News. Ed.) 


Amateur radio's many facets really 
motivate the ego. True motivation 
will provide a sturdy foundation. 
Such a foundation is imperative to 
real enjoyment of any endeavor and 
specifically amateur radio. 

Those desires and dedications 
of pursuit become virtual demands. 
Fads and momentary pleasures are weak 
pillars, almost pillows, which will 
not sustain the hobby. To ask for 
such intensive effort may seem rather 
demanding. It is. But the rewards 
are more than compensating. 

Also, since the phenomenon of radio 
does not recognize political, nor 
even terrestial, boundaries, certain 
ground rules must be in effect. With 
ground rules, all are operating on 
a common plane of understanding. We 
have definite parameter within which 
to operate. Without them, only chaos 
would exist. 

Let's pick up near the beginning. 
of "United States Amateur Rules and 
Regulations." Other countries have 
their own rules. 

Our regulations have been drafted 
by the Federal Communications Commis-~ 
sion (FCC). Every amateur should be 
thoroughly familiar with these regu- 
lations, although it is not necessary 
to know the exact wording from memory. 


Section 97.1, "Basis and Purpose 
of Amateur Regulations," contains 
five subparagraphs we may consider 
the amateur charter. 


"(a) Recognition and enhancement 
of the value of the amateur service 
to the public as a voluntary non- 
commercial communication service, 
particularly with respect to providing 
emergency communications." 


(Our field day exercises, area 
disasters, even highway accidents, 
are categories of emergency communi- 
cations service.) ¥ 

"(b) Continuation and extension of 
the amateur's proven ability to con- 
tribute to the advancement of the 
radio art." 

(In the early days, when below 200 
meters was thought to be useless, the 
spectrum on down was open territory 
to the tinkering amateur. They made 
it work. Amateurs are still re- 
searching today.) 

"(c) Encouragement and improvement 
of the amateur radio service through 
rules which provide for advancing 
skills in both communication and 
technical phases of the art." 

(Conferences and data exchanges 
between amateurs and the FCC provide 
a workshop for better understanding 
of common concerns in spectrum use.) 

"(d) Expansion of the existing 
reservoir within the amateur radio 
service of trained operators, tech- 
nicians, and electronic experts." 

(This is an extremely broad area, 
somewhat of an obligation to the pool 
of national resources.) 

"(e) Continuation and extension 
of the amateur's unique ability to 
enhance international goodwill." 

(This is a people-to-people con- 
tact at the point nearest a true comr 
mon denominator. Such a level permits 
a man on the street to talk to a 
potentate. ) , 

These are the legal foundations 
from which our privileges have been 
granted. Each operator or prospective 
operator should take serious note of 


them.
